THE  METRIC  SCALE  FOR  MEASUR- 
ING COINS. 

The  new  metrid  scale  lor  measiuin<!;  coins 
is  divided  into  millimeters.  These  are  the 
thousandths  of  a meter  (the  international  unit 
of  length,  now  legalized  in  this  country),  as 
the  centimeter  is  the  hundredth  and  the  deci- 
meter the  tenth.  It  is,  therefore,  a decimal 
scale,  a'nd  as  the  numbers  of  the  sizes  corre- 
spond with  the  numbers  of  the  millimeters, 
the  size  of  a coin  is  the  number  of  millimeters 
in  its  diameter. 

All  countries  using  the  metric  system 
measure  the  diameters  of  their  coins  in  mil- 
limeters, so  that  the  use  of  this  scale  will  place 
us  in  conformity  with  the  rest  of  the  world. 
It  is  so  superior  to  the  old  scale  of  si.xteenths 
of  an  inch  that  it  is  hoped  its  adoption  will 
not  be  iar  distant.

(See  his  catalogue  No.  13.)  I am  suriuised 
that  some  New  York  collector  did  not  dis- 
cover and  c.Npose  the  thing  (he  moment  it 
appeared. 

The  Penn  seal  was  rescued  by  Dr.  F.  S. 
Edwards  from  the  melting-pot  in  England, 
^nd  whatever  he  may  htivc  said  as  to  what 


he  paid  for  it,  he  really  gave  very  little. 
The  Doctor,  as  is  well  known  in  New  York, 
made  a small  amount  of  truth  go  a great 
ways.  He  never  wasted  any.  I bought  the 
scat  of  him  for  $35,  kept  it  for  many  years, 
and  sold  it  F'ebruary  26th,  1874,  for  $16. 

* Concerning  Mr.  Mickley’s  collection,  it 
is  about  time  to  state  facts.  M'hen  he  was 
robbed  he  really  lost  very  little,  compara- 
tively speaking.  Instead  of  half  his  collec- 
tion, the  loss  was  less  than  one  tenth. 

My  facts  are  in  the  first  place  derived  di- 
rectly from  him,  and  corroborated  by  no 
small  familiarity  with  his  collection  when 
complete,  and  my  ownership  of  all  that  was 
left  after  the  theft  took  place. 

The  robbery  at  Mr.  Mickley’s  occured  in  this- 
wise. Some  person,  who  was  evidently  ac- 
quainted with  Mr.  M.’s  house  and  ways,  got 
into  his  house,  went  up  to  a front  chamber 
where  his  coins  were  kept  on  sheets  of 
pasteboard,  which  were  placed  one  above 
another  in  a square  bo.x.  He  hastily  pulled 
off  a pillow  case  in  the  room  and  tumbled 
into  it  the  principal  contents  of  about  lour 
of  the  sheets  of  pasteboard,  selecting  ap- 
parently the  heaviest  pieces  of  silver,  such 
as  the  English  pound  pieces,  the  heaviest 
German  crowns,  and  large  F'rench  coins. 
Then  stepping  to  the  rear  room  adjoining, 
threw  into  the  area  a pair  of  old  shoes,  and 
while  the  attention  of  Mr.  Mickley  and  his 
housekeeper  was  thus  attracted,  the  thief 
slipped  down  the  front  stairs  and  into  the 
street.  Mr.  Mickley’s  collection  must  have 
weighed  nearly  a quarter  of  a ton.  All  of 
the  American  portion  was  saved,  being  at  the 
time  in  another  room,  anil  of  the  foreign 
part,  as  the  catalogue  will  show,  many  entire 
series  were  untouched.  To  those  who  know, 
the  statement  that  Mr.  Mickley  lost  nearly 
half  his  coins  by  the  robber)'  is  simply  laugh- 
able. It  was  a terrible  loss  to  him,  but  he 
never  sought  to  magnify  it.  ” "

portance on  the  sid)ject  of  Numismatics.  I 
published  a little  tract  on  Washington  Me- 
morial Medals,  and  I have  from  time  to  time 
over  the  signature  ot  "W,”  written  numerous 
articles  for  the  Historical  Magazine,  the  Nu- 
' mismatic  Journal,  and  for  u any  ot  the  news- 
' papers.  I'hese  articles,  if  gathered,  would 
jform  a volurne,  but  I haye  entirely  lost  tli^ 


nm  of  tlitm,  aiul  ilo  not  cvcmi  know  in  what 
papers  they  appeared.  They  are  scattered 
all  along  from  Maine  to  Illinois,  but  1 suspect 
that  none  of  them  are  of  much  aca-onnt. 
[This  we  take  e.\ccption  to. — Ku.]

} thusiasm,  industry  and  opportunities.  Mr. 
j Loubat  has  pursued  his  fascinating  study 

with  the  untiring  zeal  of  a devoted  collector, 

I 

and  arranged  the  results  with  the  tact  and 
system  of  an  accomplished  historian.  Our 
national  mint  medals  number  eighty-si-v  in 
all,  from  the  first  struck  in  honor  of  Ge-ncral 
Washington  to  commemorate  the  capture  of 
Boston  in  1776,  down  to  the  life-saving  medal 
awarded  to  John  Morn,  of  Detroit,  by  au- 
thority of  the  Act  of  June  20,  1874.  Seven- 
teen belong  to  the  War  of  the  Revolution, 
twenty-seven  to  the  war  of  1812,  four  to  the 
Me.xican  war,  and  only  onl)-  two  to  the  war 
of  Secession,  the  fortunate  receivers  of  these 
two  distinctions  being  Gen.  Grant  and  Com 
modore  Vanderbilt.  Nearly  all  the  early 
medals  were  e.xecuted  by  French  engravers 
of  the  highest  reputation — by  Augustin  Du-

the  first  of  Mr.  Loubat’s  stately  volumes.

The  paper  for  the  whole  book,  magnificent 
sheets  of  thick  linen  fabric,  almost  stout 
enough  to  stand  alone,  was  made  expressly 
for  Loubat,  by  Blanchet  Freres  et  Kleber,  at 
Rives,  France.  The  letter-press  is  the  work 
of  Francis  Hart  & Co  , of  New  York,  and  it 
is  gratif)'ing  to  find  this  distinguished  house 
associated  with  the  foremost  workmen  of  the 
old  world  in  the  production  of  a model  of 
typography.  Certainly  their  share  of  the 
labor  is  not  inferior  to  the  rest.  More  exqui- 
site type,  more  elegant  taste  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  royal  page,  and  more  perfect 
press-work,  rarely  rejoices  the  eye  of  the  fas- 
tidious connoisseur.  Mr.  Loubat  deserves 
the  cordial  commendation  of  his  countrymen
